“The great rank and file of the 
party as well as the m ajority of 
the independents of the cou ntry 
stand fou r-squ are behind the poll 
cies of Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 
Restored Harmony 
Lehman has been a close poll 
tical friend to both Smith and Mr. 
Roosevelt. The Governor generally 
was credited with restoring har­ 
mony between Smith and 
Mr. 
Roosevelt in 1932 after the presi­ 
dent was nominated in Chicago. 
Thu s Lehman, who has repeated­ 
ly sou ght to bring “Frank and Al” 
together again, definitely threw his 
su pport behind the President, 
It was the first time that Leh­ 
man openly had su pported either 
Smith or the president in their re­ 
peated political clashes.

Officials of the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron & Railroad Comp any said 
they recently began m aking the 
alloy, known as “Cor-Ten,” and it 
w as the first ever made by the 
com p any here.

steel, and cost from 40 to 50 p er 
cent more than carbon steel. Of 
ficials said the new alloy is being 
p rodu ced in resp onse to demand 
for lighter railroad cars and bu ses, 
seeking the advantages of greater 
p ay-load cap acity and lower op ­ 
erating costs. 
Some of the new steel will be 
u sed in the 100 p hosp hate cars

The new p rodu ct is an alloy of 
chrom iu m , 
cop p er,

iron, -with a high resistance to 
ru st.

hearth steel below a p rop er mini­ 
mu m. 
It is believed the m anu factu re of 
Cor-Ten is the first step in a p ro­ 
g ra m which eventu ally will call 
for the u se of lightweight, high- 
tensile-strength steels to rep lace 
extensively the steels now in u se.

problems. 
Sumner, 
who 
died 


more a quarter of a century ago, 
was professor of 
Political 
and 


Social Science at Yale from 1872 
until 1909. It was not until 1932 
that, all his voluminous writings 
had been collected and published. 


A small group of former stu- 


dents who since Sumner's death 
have mad«. possible the publica- 
tion of his works now feel that 
a permanent national 
organiza- 


tion is 
necessary because of the 


"peculiar need today for a more 
scientific approach 
to 
s o c i a l 


problems."

Sumner -was graduated from 


in 1863 and afterward studied 


theology in Germany. 
He re- 


turned to this country to become, 
first assistant 
to the rector of 


Calvary Church in New York City 
and later became rector of the 
Church of' the Redeemer, Morria- 
town, N. J. He was appointed to 


the Yale faculty in 1872, t't a time 
when the monetary question was 
uppermost 
in the public 
mind. 


From 
the 
background of 
his 


studies, which had veered him to 
economics, he waa prolific in hia 
arguments 
against 
bimetalism 


Echoes 
of his utterances were 


heard in 1932 when Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in the presidential cam- 
paign of that year raised the issue 
of the "forgotten man," the sub- 
ject of one of Sumner's essays. 


B e f o r e 
his 
death in 1910, 


Sumner published several volumes, 
including the now famous "Folk 
ways." 
However, most 
of 
his 


material remained in the form of 
notes and sketchy 
manuscripts 


which he turned over to his col- 
league 
nid 
successor, Professor 


Keller. 


Publication Finally Arranged 
In 1914 after Professor Keller 


had been at work on the manu- 
scripts for five years, a group of 
alumni headed by Russell Sulli- 
van, Indianapolis, offered financial 
assistance for the publication of 
Sumner's ambitious work on the 
Science of Society. 
The work is 


a study of the evolution and life 
of human society and its insti- 
tutions. 


In the permanent organization, 


the members of the Sumner Club, 
according to the announcement, 
foresee "a more rational method 
of attacking social problems than 
the guesswork and experimenta- 
tion which prevail today."

REAL ESTATE BOOM 


AVING in mind the tragic implications 
attached to the 
word "boom," we 


naturally receive with some apprehension 
the announcement of publication of a new 
book, "The Coming Real Estate Boom." 
It is only now, five or six years later, that 
;we are beginning to emerge from the ashes 
of the Florida real estate boom, the gen- 
eral real estate boom and the Stock Market 
boom. Nevertheless, the news contained in 
this book, written by Roy Wenzlick, re- 
search consultant of the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards, is both encour- 
aging and important. 


Ten reasons are cited why another gen- 


eral advance of farm and city land values 
is coming, though especially in and near 
the larger cities. Among them are such 
points as that "better business will provide 
bigger incomes," marriages delayed by the 
depression are occurring fast, families for- 
ced away are returning to the cities, and 
charts running back over sixty years show 
rises of real estate after depressions. 


This book has been written in restrained 


terms and is conservative in tone. Although 
it deals with "The Corning Real 
Estate 


Boom," it actually predicts a gradual and 
not a quick risa, with the crest not to be 
reached until the '40's. It gives sound and 
heartening support to the 
fairly 
wide- 


spread belief that there is adequate reason 
for confidence in land values and for bet- 
ter activities in the building industry.

Coal Bill in the Supreme Court and won, 
is planning to test the Guffey Substitute 
Coal Bill immediately. 


He has hired Frederick Wood, attorney 


in the Guffey case, to draw up the papers 
for a suit on the same day the new Guffey 
Bill passes Congress. 


The new bill gives the coal operators 


the right to fix prices, which in turn would 
put them in a favorable position to pay 
union wages. In handing down the Guffey 
decision, the Supreme Court did not spe- 
cifically throw out price-fixing. 


Note—Carter operates one of the biggest 


coal mines in the country, "Olga No. Six" 
in southern West Virginia, with a capacity 
of 6,000 tons daily. Many operators with 
large, profitable mines opposed the Guffey 
Bill; about 80 per cent of them, however, 
were for it.
